S. R. O. No. 606/81. Whereas the Government of Kerala are of the 
opinion that it is necessary and expedient so to do for ensuring the availability 
and distribution of unadulterated petrol, high speed diesel, cooking gas and 
petroleum -based lubricants at fair prices ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -sections (1) 
and (2 ) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Central Act 10 of 
1955) read with the orders of the Government of India , Ministry ofMines 
and Fuel No. S. O. 3524 dated the 13th November, 1962, published at page 
3842 of Part II, sub -section (ii) of section 3 of the Gazette of India dated the 
24th November, 1962, the Government of Kerala hereby make the following 
Order , namely : 

ORDER 
1 . Short title , extent and commencement.- (1 ) This Order may be called 
the Kerala Petroleum Products Dealers Licensing Order, 1981. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may , 
by notification in the Gazette, appoint.

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2. Definitions. In this Order, unless the context otherwise, requires, 
(a) " adulterated petroleum products " means petroleum products 

which do not conform to the specifications of petroleum class A 
as defined in clause (b ) of section 2 of the Petroleum Act, 1934 
(Central Act 30 of 1934 ) or which do not conform to the quality 

prescribed by the Indian Standards Institution ; 
(b ) “ Carrier of Petroleum Products" means a person or company or 

other agency transporting any petroleum product for or on behalf 
of an Oil Company from a storage depot of the Oil Company 
to a dealer or to another storage depot of the Oil Company within 
the State or to a place outside the State and includes the Oil 
Company where such transport is undertaken by the Oil 
Company, the registered owner of the vehicle , the person having 

actual control over the vehicle and the driver of the vehicle ; 
(c ) " Cooking gas” means liquified petroleum gas filled in metallic 

cylinders with high pressure and used for cooking purposes; 
( d ) “ Collector " means the Chief Officer in charge of the Revenue 

administration of a district in Kerala ; 

“ Commissioner" means the Commissioner of Civil Supplies ; 
(f ) “ Consumer outlet” means a bunk permitted by an Oil Company 

for supply of petroleum products to meet the requirements of 

bulk consumers ; 
(g ) " dealer" means a person engaged in the business of purchase , 

sale and storage for sale of petroleum products, duly appointed 
and authorised by an Oil Company but does not include an Oil 

Company; 
( h ) " dealer outlet” means a bunk permitted by an Oil Company for 

supply of petroleum products to the consumers in retail; 
“ District Supply Officer” means the Officer appointed as such 

for a district ; 
6 ) " existing dealer" means a person appointed by an Oil Company 

to store or sell petroleum products in retail and who has been 
functioning as such immediately before the date of commence 
ment of this Order ; 
" filter paper test" means a test conducted as follows: 

On a clean dry filter paper pour two or three drops of motor 
spirit from the sample drawn and hold the paper in the shade 
for a few minutes. Pure motor spirit should evaporate within 
two or three minutes, leaving no stain on the filter paper. If 
the sample is adulterated with kerosene oil , a stain will be left 
behind and it will take a much longer time to evaporate besides 
leaving a kerosene smell instead of smell of motor spirit ; 
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(1) " Form ” means a form appended to this Order ; 
(m ) " licensing authority" means the Collector and includes the 

District Supply Officer ; 
(n ) " lubricant” means petroleum -based lubricating oil/substance 

and includes such re-refined or re -cycled lubricating oil/ substance ; 
(o ) motor vehicle” means a motor cycle, car, autorickshaw , bus, 

lorry or any other vehicle running on petrol or high speed diesel 
oil and used for the purpose of transporting men or material, 

but does not include a tractor with or without trailer ; 
(p ) " new dealer " means a person appointed by an Oil Company to 

store or sell petroleum products in retail and who commences 

his operation on or after the date of commencement of this Order ; 
(q ) " Oil Company ” means the Indian Oil Corporation Limited , 

the Hindustan Petroleum Corporation Limited, the Bharat 
Petroleum Corporation Limited , the Hindustan Petroleum 
Corporation Limited ( Visakh Marketing Unit) or the Indo 

Burmah Petroleum Company Limited ; 
(r) " Petroleum Product" means motor spirit , high speed diesel oil, 

petroleum -based lubricants and cooking gas; 
" price of any petroleum product to be charged by a dealer" 

means the price fixed as such by the oil company. 
3. Licensing of dealers.— (1) No person shall commence or carry on the 
business of storage or sale of any petroleum product in the State except under 
and in accordance with the terms and conditions of a licence issued in this 
behalf by the licensing authority. 

(2 ) No existing dealer shall continue the business of storage or supply 
of any petroleum products without obtaining a licence from the licensing 
authority within 30 days from the date of commencement of this Order : 

Provided that an existing dealer who has applied for a licence on payment 
of the requisite fee within 15 days of the commencement of this Order, shall be 
entitled to continue his business notwithstanding the expiry of the 30 days 
specified in this sub-clause until a decision rejecting his application is communi 
cated to him . 

( 3) No person shall after the commencement of this Order possess , 
store or transportmotor spirit or high speed diesel oil in excess of thirty litres 
and cooking gas in excess of ten cylinders of sixteen kilograms each except in 
accordance with the provisions of sub- clause (1) or sub-clause (2): 

Provided that such limits shall not apply to carriers of petroleum products 
and to petroleum products in a tank fixed permanently to a vehicle owned or 
controlled by an Oil Company. 
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(4 ) Any appointment or change of any dealer made by any oil 
company shall be reported to the Collector. Such dealers will be given 
licences by the Collector . Pending issue of such licences, the dealer will be 
entitled to carry on his trade . 

4. Carriers of petroleum products to obtain licenses.- ( 1) Every carrier of 
petroleum products shall apply to the Collector for the licence in respect of 
each vehicle intended to be used for the purpose of transporting petroleum 
products, in Form A along with a Court fee stamp worth Rupees two affixed 
thereto and a chalan receipt in proof of remittance of licence fee of Rs. 30.00 
(Rupees Thirty only ) under the relevant head of account. After such verifi 
cation as is found necessary by the Collector and if the applicant is found 
eligible to be issued a licence, he shall be required to furnish a security deposit 
of Rs. 5000 (Rupees five thousand) in cash or in a deposit with Post Office 
Savings Bank endorsed in favour of the Collector. On furnishing such 
security, the applicant shall be issued a licence in Form B . Application for 
renewal of licence shall also be made in Form A : 


Provided that the above provision shall not apply in respect of vehicles 
owned by an Oil Company. 

(2 ) Every carrier of petroleum products existing immediately before 
the commencement of this Order shall be entitled to be issued licence from 
Collector, provided that a security deposit of Rupees five thousand in cash or 
in a deposit with Post Office Savings Bank endorsed in favour the Collector 
is submitted to the Collector . He shall also be entitled to carry on his business 
until such licences are issued to him , provided that the application for the 
licence with the security deposit has been submitted within 15 days of 
the commencement of this Order . 

5. No new consumer outlet to be opened . — No new consumer outlet shall be 
permitted to consumers other than Government and Public Sector under 
takingsor organisations except with the prior concurrence of the Commissioner . 

6. Opening of new dealer outlets by Oil Companies. - The Collector shall 
bring to the notice of the Oil Companies for necessary action , places where it 
may be advisable to open new dealer -outlets or change of existing dealer 
outlets by new dealer-outlets. 


7. Prohibition of possession of petroleum products by non -oil company or non 
dealer except in accordance with a permit.— No person other than an oil company or 
a dealer shall have in his or its ownership, possession or control of petroleum 
products except in accordance with a permit given to him by the Collector 
or by an Officer authorised by him in this behalf in Form C : 

Provided that this restriction shall not apply to carriers of petroleum 
products and to petroleum products in a tank fixed permanently to a motor 
evhicle, or in a can as provided in the proviso to sub- clause (i) of clause 8. 
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8 . Motor Spirit or high speed diesel oil to be delivered only into a motor vehicle 
or against a permil .-- (1) It shall not be lawful for any dealer to supply or for 
any person to receive motor spirit or high speed diesel oil except into a tank 
fixed permanently to a motor vehicle for use for its propulsion and cooking gas 
except in a cylinder of prescribed specificationsmeantfor cooking purposes: 

Provided that in an emergency to help a stranded motor vehicle a 
supply not exceeding five litres ofmotor spirit or high speed diesel oil may be 
made on requisition from the party. All such supplies shall be entered in a 
separate register with date, the registration number of the vehicle and the 
name and address of the party concerned . 

(2 ). In respect of supplies of motor spirit /high speed diesel oil made 
into a tank permanently fixed to a motor vehicle for its propulsion , the quantity 
to be supplied at any time shall be subject to such restrictions as may be 
notified from time to time by the Commissioner or the Collector. 


9. Permit system for motor vehicles to be introduced if necessary. - Notwithstand 
ing anything contained in clause 8 it shall be lawful for the Commissioner in 
times of shortage or apprehended shortage to notify that supply ofmotor spirit / 
high speed diesel oil even into tank permanently attached to a motor 
vehicle shall require a permit. 

10 . Weekly holidays for dealers. - It shall be open to a dealer to close his 
place of business for 24 hours commencing from 6.00 a.m. on any day of his 
choice in a week to be observed as a weekly holiday : 


Provided that he shall write to the Collector in advance and get this 
weekly holiday incorporated in his licence for dealing in petroleum products 
and shall display the same prominently in his premises. 

11. Application for and grant of dealer s licence.- (1) Every application for 
a dealer s licence under clause 3 or renewal thereof from an existing dealer 
shall be in Form D . 

(2 ) Every application for a dealer s licence under clause 3 or renewal 
thereof from a new dealer shall be in Form E . 

(3 ) Every dealer s licence issued or renewed shall be in Form F . 

(4 ) Every application for a dealer s licence not accompanied by the 
following documents shall be liable to be rejected forthwith , namely : 

(i) A letter from the Oil Company appointing or agreeing to 
appoint him as a dealer ; 

( ii) The licence from the Collector under the Indian Explosives Act, 
*1884 for the storage of petroleum products ; 

Chalan in original evidencing the remittance of fee specified 
in clause 12 . 
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(5) The licensing authority shall give the applicant an opportunity 
of being heard before refusing or suspending the licence and the licensing 
authority shall suspend or refuse the licence only for reasons to be recorded in 
writing 

(6 ) The licensing authority may in the interest of the general public 
and for reasons to be recorded in writing and after giving the applicant an 
opportunity to state his case refuse to renew his licence. 

12. Period of validity of licence , execution of agreement and payment of licence 
fees.- (1) Every licence issued under this Order shall be valid for a period 
ending the 31st day of March of the financial year in which it is issued : 

Provided that a licence may be renewed for more than one year but not 
exceeding three years at a time on payment of the renewal fee calculated for 
each year at the rate specified in sub -clause (3) : 

Provided further that no part of the fee once paid shall be refunded under 
any circumstances. 

(2) Every dealer shall execute an agreement with the Taluk Supply 
Officer in Form Q . 

(3) The fees specified below shall be chargeable in respect of each 
licence, namely : 
(a ) For the isuse of a dealer s licence 

Rs. 15 
(b ) For the renewal of the dealer s licence for one 
year, or part thereof 

Rs. 10 
(c) For the issue of a duplicate dealer s licence 

Rs. 30 
(d ) For the issue of a licence for carrier of petroleum 
products 

Rs. 30 
(e) For the renewal of the licence for carriers of 
petroleum products 

Rs. 25 
(f) For the issue of a duplicate licence for carriers of 
petroleum products 

Rs. 60 


13. Deposit of security . - Every dealer who is granted a dealer s licence 
under this Order shall, before the licence is issued to him , deposit Rs. 1000 
(Rupees One thousand only ),with the licensing authority for the due per 
formance of the provisions of this Order and of the terms and conditions of the 
agreement executed subject to which the licence is granted to him . 

14. Dealer to keep materials for filter paper test .- (1) It shall be the duty 
of every dealer ofmotor spirit to keep with him materials required for the filter 
paper test and a Can certified either by the Controller cfWeights and Measures 
or an officer nominated by him or by the Oil Company as a correct measure 
of five litres or of such other quantity asmay be specified by Government. 
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(2) The dealer of motor spirit/high speed diesel oil cooking gas shall 
exhibit prominently in his premises a notice about the availability of facilities 
for filter paper test in respect of motor spirit supplied from that outlet and 
the availability of a Can for testing themeasurement ofmotor spirit/high speed 
diesel oil. 

15. Prohibition against receiving or accepting motor spirit without filter paper 
test.- (1) No dealer shall receive in his storage tank motor spirit without 
conducting a filter paper test on a sample thereof from the container or 
receptacle in which it is brought to his premises and he shall record the result 
of filter paper test in a register prescribed by the Commissioner . 

(2) No dealer shall accept motor spirit from a carrier thereof is the 
sample drawn from the receptacle or container in which it is brought to his 
premises does not satisfy the filter paper test. 

( 3) No carrier of motor spirit shall accept it from an Oil Company 
or any other source without conducting a filter paper test on a sample of it 
offered for transport and he shall record the result of filter paper test in a 
register prescribed by the Commissioner. 

16 . Power to require samples to be sent for analysis . - Any officer of the 
Civil Supplies Department not below the rank of an Assistant Taluk Supply 
Officer may require a dealer or a carrier of petroleum product or the person 
in charge of the vehicle to send a sample taken in themeasure specified by the 
Commissioner for analysis to a laboratory notified by the Government and 
it shall be the duty of such dealer or carrier or the person in charge of the 
vehicle to send the sample for analysis at his cost. 

17. Prohibition of sale , storage etc. , of adulterated petroleum products.- (1) 
No dealer shall sell or store and no carrier of petroleum products shall possess 
or transport adulterated petroleum products. 

(2) The quality of petroleum product sold by a dealer shall conform 
to the specifications of petroleum class A as defined in clause (b ) of section 2 
of the Petroleum Act, 1934 (Central Act 30 of 1934) or to the quality prescribed 
by the Indian Standards Institution . 

(3) Sale or storage of adulterated petroleum product by a dealer will 
entail cancellation of licence of the dealer and possession or transport of 
adulterated petroleum product by a carrier of petroleum product will 
entail confiscation of the vehicle transporting such petroleum product under 
the provisions of section 6A of Essential Commodities Act, 1955 . 

18. Dealers to give facilities for inspection etc.- Any Oil Company, dealer 
or a carrier of petroleum product shall give to any officer of the Civil Supplies 
Department not below the rank of an Assistant Taluk Supply Officer or any 
Police Officer not below the rank of a Sub Inspector all facilities at all 
reasonable times 

(i) to inspect any book of accounts or any documents maintained by 
him in the course of his business ; 
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to test the petroleum product in the outlet or in the tanker or lorry 
as the case may be ; 

(iii) to take samples of petroleum products from the premises of an 
Oil Company, the dealer or the carrier in which the petroleum products are 
transported or are proposed to be transported . 

19 . Power of entry , search and seizure .- (1) Any Officer of the Civil 
Supplies Department not below the rank of an Assistant Taluk Supply Officer 
or any officer of the Police Department not below the rank of a Sub Inspector 
may with a view to securing compliance with the provisions of this Order 

(a ) inspect any dealer outlet and test the petroleum products in 
his stock and also take samples of the same for further analysis; 

(b ) seize the entire stock of petroleum products in his possession 
if he has reasons to believe that the petroleum products are adulterated ; 

(c) seize any book of accounts or other documents, maintained by 
the dealer which in his opinion would be useful for proceeding further under 
this Order ; 

(d) stop any lorry, tanker or any other vehicle transporting 
petroleum products and test the petroleum products contained in the vehicle ; 

(e) seize the vehicle transporting petroleum products if he has 
reasons to believe that the petroleum products are adulterated or any of the 
provisions of this Order is violated . 

(2 ) The provisions of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 ( Central 
Act 2 of 1974), relating to search and seizure shall, so far as may be, apply to 
search and seizure under this clause . 

(3 ) Where any of the authorities specified in sub-clause (1) effects 
any seizure under the said sub -clause, he shall prepare forthwith an inventory 
of petroleum products, vehicle or other articles seized and shall also issue a 
receipt for the same. 

(4 ) Any books of accounts or other documents seized under the 
provisions of sub -clause (1) shall be returned to the person from whom they 
were seized not later than sixty days from the date of seizure, after taking 
copies thereof, or extracts therefrom , if necessary, provided that the person 
from whom they are so certifies as true such copies or extracts before 
taking back the books of accounts or other documents. 

(5 ) Where a stock of petroleum products or a vehicle liable for 
confiscation is seized under the provisions of this Order, the Officer making 
the seizure shall take all measures necessary for securing the production of 
petroleum products or the vehicle before the appropriate court and for the 
safe custody of the same pending such production . 
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Explanation :- " Appropriate Court” in this sub -clause shall mean such court 

as is specified in or under the Essential Commodities 
Act, 1955 , in which proceedings would lie for contraven 
tion of the provisions of this Order and shall also include 
the Collector of the District referred to in section 6A . 


20. Cancellation or suspension of licence or forfeiture of security.— (1). If the 
holder of a licence under this order or any other person acting on his behalf 
contravenes any of the provisions of this Order or the terms and conditions 
of the licence, the licensing authority or any higher authority may for reasons 
to be recorded in writing suspend, cancel or modify the licence or order for the 
realisation of the value of petroleum products found as shortage or in excess 
or for forfeiture of the whole or any part of the security deposit: 


Provided that no Order shall be passed under this clause unless the licensee 
has been given a reasonable opportunity of stating his case and an opportunity 
of being heard in person . 

21. Sanction for prosecution. — No person shall be prosecuted for contra 
vention , or for attempt to contravene or for abetment of contravention of any 
of the provisions of this Order or of the terms and conditions of the licence or 
permit issued to him under this Order or of the directions issued by theGovern 
ment or the Commissioner or the licensing authority except with the previous 
sanction of the Collector . 


22. Appeal and revision .— (1) From any order refusing to grant or 
renew a licence or cancelling , suspending or modifying a licence or for reali 
sation of the value of petroleum products found as shortage or in excess or for 
forfeiture of security an appeal shall lie , within 30 days from the date of 
communication of such order 

(i) in the case of an order passed by the Commissioner to the 
Government; 

( ii ) in the case of an order passed by the District Collector to the 
Commissioner ; and 

( iii) in the case of an order passed by the District Supply Officer; 
to the District Collector; and the decision of the Government or the Commis 
sioner or the District Collector as the case may be, on such appeal shall, subject 
to the provisions of sub -clause (2 ), be final. 

( 2) The Government may on application received within thirty 
days of the date of receipt by the aggrieved person of the copy of the order 
passed by the Commissioner call for the records of the said order for the purpose 
of satisfying themselves as to the legality or propriety of the said order and 
pass such orders as they deem fit : 
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Provided that no order to the disadvantage of a person shall be passed 
under this clause without giving him an opportunity of being heard in person . 


23. Order not to apply to certain organisations.- Nothing contained in this 
order shallapply to the Railways, the Armed Forces of the Union , Departments 
of the State Government, the Kerala State Road Transport Corporation or 
the Kerala State Electricity Board , or supply to them or storage by them of 
petroleum products , and ocean going vessels (not inclusive of fishing crafts) 
calling at any port of Kerala . 


24. Exemption . — The Government may, if they consider it necessary 
in the public interest so to do , by notification in the Gazette exempt, any person , 4 
from the operation of all or any of the foregoing provisions of this order.

— Whereas in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (1) of Article 258 ofthe Constitution of India the President has, in 
notification No. 2/4/63 Judl. II dated 31-5-1963 , entrusted the Government 
of Kerala with their consent, the functions of the CentralGovernment under 
the Kerala Land Acquisition Act, 1961 ( Act 21 of 1962), in relation to the 
acquisition of lands for the purpose of the Union in this State of Kerala . 

And, whereas under subsection (4 ) of Section 19 of the said Act, the 
Government of Kerala have directed that in view ofthe urgency of the case , 
the provisions of section 5 of the Act shall not apply to the lands specified in 
the schedule below ; 

And whereas the Government of Kerala are satisfied that the said lands 
have to be acquired for a public purpose ; 

Now , therefore, the Government of Kerala hereby declare under 
section 6 of the said Act hat the lands specified in the Schedule below and 
measuring 0.9143 Hectare , be the same a little more or less, are needed 
for a public purpose to wit for the Construction of Ernakulam -Alleppey 
Broad Guage Railway line and under section 7 of the said Act direct 
the Special Tahsildar (Land Acquisition ) Railways, Alleppey to take order 
for the acquisition of the lands.
